MORE:       The project is more than 15 years in the making, transforming a longtime 
undeveloped industrial lot into South LA’s newest shopping center. The new market 
alone represents 130 new living wage jobs with benefits for the community.   
 
The lead investor is California FreshWorks Fund, which awarded the Northgate 
Gonzalez a $50,000 grant and $5.5 million loan. The Fund is a public-private 
partnership loan fund created to bring innovative forms of healthy food retail and 
distribution to communities that do not have them. FreshWorks is a key effort of 
The California Endowment’s Health Happens Here campaign, which seeks to 
promote healthy neighborhoods through increased access to fresh foods and 
economic development. 
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
